In every state, the Republicans and Dem ocrats have 
county organizations and county leaders, and politicians 
everywhere recognize that except in unusual elections, the 
party which keeps the best year-round county organiza­ 
tions is going to win. 
Inside the counties are smaller or­ 
ganizations. usually by towns and townships in sparsely 
settled regions, by wards and precincts in cities.

Som e large A ssem bly Districts are divided into smaller 
districts, each with a Leader, for practical convenience. 
I hus in N ew W k county there are 2 3 Assem bly Districts 
but 35 District Leaders, in addition to 35 A ssociate L ead ­ 
ers, the alter being women whose job is to keep the women’s 
vote m line for the party's ticket.

MISS ANDERSON NOT TO ATTEND I 
An Ou tsize In Stars 
C hristian Science M onitor 


Miss Mary ’Anderson is the head of the 
Woman’s Burean of the United States De­ 
partment of Labor. 
She 
has been touring 
through Europe study ing and observing the 
condition of women laborers. 
It was her in­ 
tention and the intention of the Department of 
Labor, to attend the International Labor Con 
ference at Geneva, which is held annually in 
connection with the Assembly of the League 
of Nations. 
But the Secretary of Labor, Mr. 
Doak, probably at the suggestion of the State 
Department, has cabled her not to go to Geneva, 
even as an observer, lest the United States 
might be officially contaminated by any contact 
with the League of Nations. 
This is an ex traordinary occurrence. 
We 
cannot see how this country is compromised in 
any way by having an observer at the Inter­ 
national Labor Conference, any more than it 
will be compromised by having a representative 
at the disarmament conference which is to be 
held there shortly . 
To us it seems to carry 
the idea of national isolation to an absurdity . 
We cannot understand such punctilious evasion 
of all responsibility for the condition of the 
world. 
If there is any thing that will hurt us 
in the ey es of other nations more than such ac­ 
tions, we cannot think of any . 
How far can 
we go in alienating other peoples without find­ 
ing ourselves friendless among the nations? 
We are strong and self-sufficient, but recent 
economic events show very clearly that we can­ 
not go H alone without bringing down upon 
ourselves very undesirable business and eco­ 
nomic conditions. 
The whole business, of which this incident 
relating to Miss Anderson is but one illustra­ 
tion, Is indicative of a provincialism on the part 
of our government, doubtlesa supported by 
a 
great mass of unthinking people, which in the 
end wüi work to our harm. This world is too 
b ig to b e 
dominated by any one nation.

clu b members, and m any to m iscellaneou s organi­ 
zations that have tak en u p the work of planting 
Idle land here and there. 
If fire protection and regu lation of cu tting are 
as effective as the planting program . New York 
will make Itself famous for its forest conservation. 


^ esterday we noted the fact that production doe» not auto­ 
matically finance consumption. A company which makes a dollar 
watch, for ex ample, does not plan to pay out a dollar, as wages 
and other cost« , in connection with each dollar watch. 
That is the reason— as we wrote four y ears ago— why the 
production of goods to be sold on instalments does not automat­ 
ically enable people to pay for the goods. 


“ The instalment goods,” we said at that time, "increase faster 
than the income. 
The gap between the two widens. 
The auto­ 
matic feature of the process is its culmination in a recession of 
business.” 


Now that the recession has arrived, we make this further 
reference to our prediction. 
"Instalment selling,” we said, “ cannot long do as much to 
INCREASE prosperity as it has done In recent y ears. 
The chief 
error of those who hold that it can lurks in their assumption that 
if consumers go into debt 
three 
billion 
dollars, 
industry 
will 
necessarily pay them an additional three billion dollars as wages, 
dividends, and the rest, wherewith the debt can be paid. 
The 
process is supposed to be self-sustaining. 
It is not. 
The financing 
of increased production does not automatically induce a flow of 
money into consumers' pockets which is equal to the flow of 
goods into consumers* markets. 
Hence the stimulus to business 
of a given gain in instalment sales is not lasting. 
Larger and 
larger doses of the stimulant must be injected merely to prevent 
a relapse.” 
In the future, business must not depend on drugs. 
To our 
efficient sy stem for financing production, we must somehow add 
an equally efficient sy stem for financing consumption. 
We must 
find some means of doing permanently , what increased instalment 
selling did temporarily . 
The way will not be difficult to fund, once 
we are convinced that it MUST be found.
